"attempted murder suicide" theory, 
the marine officer being found on 
the floor with a bullet through his 
heart and Mrs. Creecy nearby with 
her head rashed. 
Today she lay 


in emergency hospital, fear for her 
life being felt. 
Police awaited in hope that she 


would 
regain 
consciousness 
and 


aid them to learn what happened. 
They had become dissatisfied with 
the first theory overnight. Detec- 
tive Edward J. Kelly, on request 
of

Creecy 
family, 
started tracing the implements of 
death—both of which were new, 
"I want to know what happened 


in that room," he said, "and it is 
likely that the tracing of the gun 
and hatchet will be the answer."

wide business, he coulcl properly 
discuss the present worldwide de- 
pression, since as nearly every- 
where else, it is having its seri- 
ous local effect. 


The 
ambassador's address fol- 


lows in part: 


A 
world depression in 
busi- 


ness 
is due 
always 
to sudden 


change 
in 
the 
attitude 
of 
the 


world's peoples. This changed at- 
titude is often explained in dif- 
ferent counties as being the result 
of diverse causes, including un- 
wise national policies, undue specu- 
lation, overproduction, under-con- 
sumption, and political or social 
upheavals. 


"These, however, are more the 


effect of this change of general 
attitude than the causes of it. It 
is often easier t •• conclude that 
onj catastrophe or error in busi- 
ness is the cause of the 
follow- 


ing one. rather than that both ori- 
ginate from one underlying cause. 
Stock Panic Precedes 


"In the United States for In- 
stance, ns well as elsewhere, a 
major depression in business has 
always been preceded by a few 
months before by a stock panic 
induced by over-speculation. Many 
have assumed that the collapse of 
the stock market caused the later 
depression many have assumed too 
that 
thij correct forecasting of 


business trends by stock speculat- 
ors is evidence of the composite 
intelligence 
of 
the 
speculating 


class. 


"Nothing could be more untrue, 


for not only is the speculating 
class as a whole no wiser than 
those in other businesses but no 
intellectual judgment of the future 
can always prove to be right and 
in this case general unloading of 
-locks months before general busi- 
ness is materially affected always 
occurs. 
The truth is that stock 


market depression and the follow- 
ing business depression are both 
caused by the same thing—a fun- 
damental change in the attitude 
of the average man resulting from 
a sudden Ions of confidence on his 
part, the first public manifestation 
of which occurs on the stock ex- 
change. 


Reasons Simple 


"The reasons why the stock ex- 


change gives this first evidence of 
a change in general attitude are 
simple. Business on the stock ex- 
change is transacted under unique 
conditions conducive tn almost im- 
mediate public registration of gen- 
eral lack of confidence in values. 
* * * 


"We don't know why a man goe« 


wrong but. we have no difficulty 
in knowing when it is thus with 
mankind. After a hectic period in- 
duced by regrettable combination 
of over-confidence and misdirect- 
"d energy ropction and a return 
(o a normal view of things causes 
the first business collapse, tnen a 
period of stagnation and then a 
period of recuperation. 


"The 
business of 
mankind 
Is 


now in a stage of recuperation. 
We know thnt in a general way 
nnder the law of action and reac- 
tion periods of under-activity in 
business are somewhat proportion- 
al in length to periods of activity 
preceding them. That time is con- 
siderably over a year behind us 
when the public suddenly turned 
over 
from 
exhiliration 
and 
that 


confidence in the future which is 
the basis of prosperity to that 
lack of confidence which is the 
b;!sis of btK;inr." depression.

LEIPSIC. Germany, Sept. 26.—(/P) 


—Reverberations of Adolf Hitler'o 
exposition of German fascism were 
heard throughout the Fatherland 
today, with the populace divided in 
its attitude toward the man and 
what he stands for. 


Millions, like the thousands who 


crowded the supreme court room 
here and packed the streets out- 
side yesterday, applauded and hail- 
ed the native Austrian, whom his 
own country does not claim, as the 
savior who will deliver Germany 
from the chains of socialist govern- 
ment and the Treaty of Versailles. 


Other millions were contemptu- 


ous of his governmental 
theories 


and berated the president of the 
court for allowing Hitler, whose 
party jumped from twelve to 107 
reichstag seats in the elections two 
weeks ago, the advanages of such a 
ready-made platform to propagan- 
gandize his movement. 


A reinforced constabulary attest- 


ed to the fact that authorities fear- 
ed a more than ordinary meeting 
yesterday when he appeared at the 
court room. 


Attracting the greatest 
nation- 


wide attention was his assertion 
that the Treaty of Versailes would 
have to go, and that "if our move- 
ment succeeds we shall erect a peo- 
ple's tribunal before which the crim- 
inals of November. 1928, shall ex- 
piate thir crime. Then—I frankly 
predict—you shall see heads rolling 
in the sand." 


There were cries 
of 
"Bravo", 


throughout the chamber when this 
latter statement was made, but they' 
subsided when threats were made 
to clear the court room.

monious detail—books 
not

make the "atmosphere" of a room, 
but, cleverly arranged, they become 
part of the decorative scheme. 


Every home which is a home has 


books as friends of the family. But, 
having them, we have now learned 
to arrange them so that they can 
also contribute to the beauty of 
their surroundings. 


They can express dignity, culure, 


hospitality or cherful 
intimacy— 


they express the real personality of 
those who live in a house better 
than anything else 
because they 


are more eloquent than furniture 
and more accurate in their variety 
than pictures or vases. 


One or a few at a time, books 


are those "spots or 
color" 
with 


which the ingenious decorator loves 
to charm the eye, and better bound 
volumes between 
bookends 
add 


meaning to any table. For conven- 
ience they should be near every 
armchair, in racks or modern end- 
tables. 
Nowadays books are not only a 


living room or library problem; we 
must have books in every room. 
The modern kitchen has its shelf 
of cookboks; the children's room 
has its own library. Each bedroom 
has its favorite volumes for luxuri- 
ant reading in bed, and a collection 
of the right books in a guest room 
is a thoughtful welcome. 
In a permanent home, built-in 


bookshelves are the most logical 
and can make any plan interesting. 
In transient quarters, modern sec- 
tional bookcases may be used. 


In most room designs they are 


best in pairs, flanking the fireplace, 
preferably, or on each side of 
a 


window or door. 
Striking rooms 


can be achieved with bookshelves 
from floor to celling in each cor- 
ner. 


In planning shelves, allow differ- 


ent heights, especially at the bot- 
tom, 
for larger books. Leave plen- 


ty of room for the new books, fill- 
ing up the space temporarily with 
pewter, figuring or pottery.

He was in poor health when he 


returned from Europe September 
15 and took to his bed last Friday. 


Daniel Guggenheim was the guid- 


ing genius in the creation of the 
largest enterprises in the history 
of this country. Important among 
these was The American Smelting 
and Refining company, one of the 
world's largest producers of met- 
als. 


The Guggenheim enterprises and 


interests not only extended over a 
wide field in the United States, 
but penetrated into Alaska, Mexico, 
South America, Asia and Africa, 


After 
many active years, Mr. 


Guggenheim 
gradually 
withdrew 


from business until he had no of- 
ficial connection with it, having 
transferred most of his respons- 
ibilities to his son, Harry F. Gug- 
genheim. 
Gave Much to Philanthropies 
During his active business career 


Mr. Guggenheim gave much in 
philanthropies, 
After his retire- 


ment he devoted himself to dis- 
pensing generously of his wealth 
in that direction, as well as in the 
promotion of aeronautics. 


The culmination of his philan- 


thropic activities was the forma- 
tion in January, 1924, of the Dan- 
iel 
and 
Florence 
Guggenheim 


Foundation created by himself, his 
wife 
and 
their 
children. 
The 


foundation was heavily endowed 
and its charter stated its purpose 
to be "tho 
promotion, 
through 


charitable and benevolent activi- 
ties, of the 
well-being of man- 


kind throughout the world." 
Mr. Guggenheim's faith in the 


future of aviation prompted him in 
June, 1925, to contribute $500.000 
to establish a school of aeronautics 
in the College of Engineering of 
New York university. 
It was his 


belief that aviation could be made 
a real public utility, rendering vit- 
al service to the nation's business 
and economic welfare as well as 
to its defense. 


Ground for the 
school hardly 


had been broken when in January, 
1926, 
he emphasized his belief in 


the 
importance of 
aviation 
by 


establishing the Daniel Guggen- 
heim Fund for the promotion of 
aeronautics. 
He made available 


$2,500,000 for the use of the fund. 
With his son Harry F. Guggen- 
heim as president, the trustees of 
the ftfntl included men of national 
distinction in aviation, engineering, 
law and business. 
Financed Byrd Polar Flight 


-Late in 1926 the fund financed a 


country-wide tour of the 
North 


Pole airplane of Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd for the purpose of 
focusinsr attention on tho develop- 
ment of aircraft and the need of 
municipal airports. 
For the same 


purpose the 
fund 
sponsored 
the 


tour of Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh after his return from his 
historic flight to Paris. 
On that 


tour Colonel Lindbergh visited at 
least one city in each of the 48 
states, 
flying his 
famous plane, 


the Spirit of St. Louis. 


Born 
at Philadelphia, 


1856, 
Daniel Guggenheim was the 


second 
eldest of seven sons of 


Meyer Guggenheim. The latter had 
come to this country from Swit- 
zerland with his father in 1847. 
Daniel received hip education In 
the schools of Philadelphia, leav- 
ing high school at the nj?e of 17 
to return to Switzerland to take 
charge of the foreign branch of 
his father's business, tho manu- 
facture of lane and embroidery.
